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This version of the Education Code contains every Article 
and every Schedule of the New Code of 6th March 1882, 
arranged under alphabetical headings. The advantages 
of the plan are ease and directness of reference and com- 
pleteness of view. For example, under such headings as 
"Class Subjects," "Day Schools," "Specific Subjects," 
and "Pupil-Teachers," all the information in the Code 
as to Grants, Examinations, and Requirements is brought 
together in one place. Under some of the headings the 
information is summarized ; but in these cases references 
are given to the pages on which the Articles or Schedules 
quoted from are printed in full

Attendance.

(c) During one hour in the case of an evening scholar. 

(d) The class registers must be marked and finally closed before 
the minimum time constituting an attendance begins.

14. Th^" average attendance" during any period is the number 
found by dividing the total number of " attendances " by the number 
of times on which the school met during such period. 

Regulation op Gbants by Average Attendance. 

104. Except where it is specially provided otherwise, the sirai men- 
tioned (as constituting a grant) is the amount of a year's grant for 
each unit of average attendance. 

Candidates. 

Fob Engagement as Pupil-Teaoher. 

Sch. 6. Candidates for pupil teachership must not be less than 14 
years of age, must be presented to the inspector on the day of the 
school examination, and must pass satisfactorily in the elementary 
and two class subjects taken in the Sixth or Seventh Standard. They 
must produce medical certificates that they are not subject to any 
infirmity likely to interfere with their duties as teachers; and also 
certificates from the managers of the school of good conduct and char- 
acter. Similar certificates of health ynXL be required at the end of the 
second year, and certificates of conduct and character at the end of 
each successive year. 

40. A candidate for engagement as pupil-teacher may be employed 
for a year of probation, provided that he or she {a) be over 13 years 
of age at the beginning of the school year; (b) be presented to the in- 
spector at his annual visit ; and (c) pass an examination in the three 
elementary subjects and two class subjects, according to Standard

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The memorandum of agreement prescribed for pupil-teachers (see 
page 40) may not be executed for a candidate during the year of pro- 
bation. 

4L At the end of the year of probation a candidate, in order to be 
eng^ed as a pupil-teacher, must pass an examination in the three 
elementary subjects and two of the class subjects, according to a stand- 
ard higher than that taken in the preceding year. 

Fob Examination as Certificated Teaohebs. 

67. Are (1) students, (2) provisionally certificated teachers, (3) 
assistant-teachers. (See " Certificated Teachers," below.) 

Fob Admission into Tbaining Colleges. 
48. Must be either (a) more than 18 years of age on January 1 fol- 
lowing date of examination, or (6) pupil-teachers (i.) who have success- 
fully completed their engagement, or (ii) who will do so before the 
next examination. (See " Training Colleges," page 52.) ' 

Certificates of Proficiency. 

30. At the inspector's annual visit to any public elementary school, 
the managers are required to admit to the examination, and the 
inspector to examine for a certificate of proficiency, any child over 10 
years of age and imder 14, whether a scholar in the school or not, who 
applies to be examined for a certificate of proficiency. 

Certificates of proficiency are certificates of having reached any 
standard prescribed by the by-laws as a condition of total or partial 
exemption from school attendance, or by the Elementary Education 
Act, 1876, as a condition of emplo3rment. 

Certificated Teachers. 

65. Teachers, in order to obtain certificates, must be examined and 
must undergo probation by actual service in schooL 

Examination op Cebtipioated Teaohebs. 

66. Examinations are held annually in December at each training 
college, and at such other centres as may be necessary. (See Sch. 5, 
"Drawing," page 39.) 

Syllabus op Examination op Cebtipioated Teaohebs. 

66. A syllabus of the subjects of examination, which are different 
for male and female candidates and for first and second year's students, 
may be had on application to the Secretary, Education Department, 
WhitehaU, S.W. 

Candidates fob Examination as Cebtipioated Teaohebs. 

•7. The examination for certificates is open to — 

(a) Students who have resided for at least one year in training 
oollegea under inspection ; or 
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(6) Candidates who, being upwards of twenty years of age, have 
either — 

(1.) Been employed for not less than two years as provi- 
sionally certificated teachers ; iJT 

(2.) Served as assistant-teachers for at least twelve months in 
inspected schools imder certificated teachers, and have in either 
of* such situations obtained a favourable report from an in- 
spector on their skill in teaching, reading, and needlework 
(wjomen). 

68. Candidates who, at the time of the examination, are not teachers 
in schools under inspection, must be recommended by the authorities 
of their college, or by the managers of the school in which they last 
served. 

69. The names of all candidates, not being students in any training 
college, must be notified to the Department before the 1st day of 
October preceding the examination. 

60. Candidates, not being students in any training college, may, at 
their option, take the papers of the first or second year's students. 

6L A list is published showing the successful candidates of each 
year, whether students or not, arranged in three divisions. 

Probation of Certificated Teachers. 

62. Candidates for certificates, after successfully passing their exam- 
ination, must, as teachers continuously engaged in the same schools, 
obtain two favourable reports from an inspector, with an interval of 
at least one year between them ; and if the first of these reports be not 
preceded by service of at least six months since the examination, a 
third report, at an interval of at least one year after the second report, 
is required. If the second (or third) report is favourable, a certificate 
is issued. 

Teachers under probation are considered as certificated teachers to 
all intents and purposes. 

Certificates, Teachers'. 

63. Not issued to Provisionally Certificated Teachers (page 34). 

63. Certificates are of three classes. 

Certificates of the Firs'];and the Second Class. 

64. Candidates who, at the examination of December 1883, or any 
subsequent examination, shall pass successfully in the subjects for 
second year's students will receive certificates of the second class, 
which can be raised to the first class by good service only. 

Revision of Certificates. 

66. Certificates of the second class are open to revision at the end 
of ten years from the date of their issue, according to the intermediate 
reports. 
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Oebtipioates op the Third Class. 

66. Candidates who, at the examination of December 1883, or any 
.subsequent examination, shall pass successfully in the subjects for 

first year's students will receive certificates of the third class. 

67. Certificates of the third class do not entitle their holders to have 
the superintendence of pupil-teachers. 

Assistant-teachers holding certificates of the third class enable addi- 
tional pupil-teachers to be employed under Article 42. 

Re-examination op Certificates. 

68. Certificates of the third class can be raised to a higher class only 
by a subsequent examination in the subjects for second year's students. 
A teacher cannot be re-examined for this purpose more than once in 
every two years. 

Certificates obtained by Examinations held before De- 
cember 1883. 

69. Candidates who, at any examination before that of December 
1883, have passed successfully in the subjects for either first or second 
year's students, but have not yet received certificates, will, at the end 
of their probation, receive, if they obtained a place in any of the first 
three divisions, certificates of the second class; if they obtained a 
place in the fourth division, certificates of the third class. 

Rating op Certificates issued before January 1, 1871. 

70. Certificates of the first or second class issued before the Ist of 
January 1871 are rated as of the fiirst class. 

71. Certificates of the third class or upper grade of the fourth dass^ 
and infant school certificates of the first class, issued before the 1st of 
January 1871 are rated as of the second class. Such certificates will be 
open to revision at the end of ten years from the date of their issue, 
or of their last revision. 

72. Certificates of the lower grade of the fourth class and infant 
school certificates of the second class issued before the 1st of January 
1871 are rated as of the third class. 

73. Certificates issued between the 1st of January 1871, and the 
date at which this Code comes into operation, continue to be rated in 
the same class as heretofore. 

Entries on Certificates. 

76. After his annual visit to any school the inspector enters on the 
certificates of all teachers employed in the school, and holding certifi- 
cates of the second or third class, a concise report on their work. 

77. Teachers holding certificates of the first class have no entry 
made on their certificates, but are entitled to claim from the mam^rs 
a certified copy of the inspector's yearly report as soon as it has been 

tered in the log-book. 
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Recall, Suspension, ob Reduction of Cebtificatbs. 

78. A certificate may at any time be recalled, suspended, or reduced 
to a lower class, but not imtil the Department has informed the 
teacher of the charges against him, and given him an opportunity of 
explanation.

Minute {March 6, 1882).— Grants which fall due up to the 31st of 
March 1883, inclusive, continue to be made according to the terms of 
the Code of 1881. 

Grants which fall due on and after the 30th of April 1883 will be 
made according to the terms of this Code. 

Application fob Grants. 
19. No school is placed on the list of schools claiming annual grants, 
hereinafter called " the annual grant list," till an application has been 
addressed to the Secretary, Education Department, Whitehall, 
London, S.W., and a form of preliminary statement has been filled 
up and sent to the Department by the managers. 
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Conditions op Grants. 

87. The conditions required to be fulfilled by a school in order to 
obtain an annual Parliamentary grant are those set forth in the follow- 
ing articles (88-100). The Department's decision whether these condi- 
tions are fulfilled in any case is final and conclusive. 

88. The school must be conducted as a public elementary school. 

89. No child may be refused admission as a scholar on other than 
reasonable grounds. 

90. The time-table must be approved for the school by the inspector 
on behalf of the Department. 

9L The school must not be unnecessary. 

In a district not under a School Board a school is not deemed to 
be unnecessary if, at the date of its application for an annual 
grant, it is recognized as a certified efficient school, and has had 
during the twelve months preceding such application an average 
attendance of not less than thirty scholars. A school will not be 
allowed the benefit of this provision if within two miles of it by 
the nearest road there is another school receiving a special grant 
under Article 111. 

92. The school must not be conducted for private profit. 

93. The principal teacher must be certificated.

is made from the number of meetings required by this article. 
96. The school must have been visited and reported on by an in- 
spector, unless some unforeseen cause (such as a continued epidemic) 
make such visit and report impossible. 

96. The Department must be satisfied — 

(a) That the school premises are healthy, well lighted, warmed, 
drained, and ventilated, properly furnished and suppUed with 
suitable offices, and contain sufficient accommodation for the 
scholars attending the school. 

N.B. — In administering this article, the Department will en- 
deavour to secure at least 80 cubic feet of internal space and 8 
square feet of internal area for each unit of average attendance ; 
but in a school built with the aid of a loan sanctioned by the 
Department, the average attendance should not exceed the 
number for which the plans were approved by the Department. 
If in the neighbourhood of any such school there is a deficiency 
of school accommodation, which is being supplied with due de- 
spatch, the accommodation of that school will, pending the supply 
of the deficiency, be calculated in the same manner as that of 
schools not built with the aid of a loan.

In a school maintained by a School Board this authority is not 
required; but the receipt must be signed by the treasurer of the 
Board. 

98. The managers must comply with any notice of the sanitary 
authority of the district in which the school is situated, requiring them 
for a specified time, with a view to preventing the spread of disease, 
either to close the school or to exclude any scholars from attendance, 
subject to an appeal to the Department if the managers consider the 
notice to be unreasonable. 

99. The income of the school must be " applied only for the purpose 
of public elementary schools."

This is held by the Department to allow the school a<xx>unts to 
include part of the salary of an oi^anizing teacher, or of a teacher 
of drill, cooking, or any other special isubject, employed by the 
managers of several schools; but not expenditure for Sunday 
schools, school treats, or any outlay on the premises beyond the 
cost of ordinary repairs, or for other purposes not recognized by 
the Department as educational. Any income Irom endowment, 
if spent according to the terms of the trust upon other than educa- 
tional objects, is not held to be income of the school for the pur- 
poses of this article. 

100. Before placing a school on the annual grant list, the Depart- 
ment ascertain, so far as possible, whether the above conditions are 
fulfilled ; and, if any one of them is clearly not satisfied, the inspector 
is not instructed to visit the school. 

Commencement of Grant. 

lOL The annual grant to a school begins to run, as a rule, from the 
date at which a certificated teacher takes charge of it, or the teacher 
in charge of it passes the examination for a certificate ; but, if appli- 
cation for a grant is not made within six months after either of these 
events, the Department may refuse to make a grant for any time pre- 
vious to the receipt of the application. 

Date at which Grant becomes dub and is paid— Payment 
OF Instalments. 
102. The annual grant becomes due at the end of the school year, 
and is paid as soon as may be after the inspection, but an instalment 
of the grant may be paid — 

(a) When owing to a change in the month* of inspection the 
inspector's visit is postponed for three months or upwards ; 

(6) When from an epidemic or other unavoidable cause 'the 
inspection cannot be held within three months from the grant 
becoming due. 
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Subjects and Amounts of Grant. 

108. The annual grant is made up of the several grants which, with 
their amounts, are enumerated in the following articles (106 to 113. 
See "Infant Schools," page 25; "Day Schools," page 13; "Evening 
Schools," page 18 ; and " Training Colleges," page 64). 

104. Except where it is specially provided otherwise, the sum 
mentioned is the amount of a year's grant for each unit of average 
attendance. 

106. If the grant is paid for a period other than a year, the total 
grant is increased or diminished by one-twelfth for each month more 
or less than a year. 

Limitation op Grant. 

114. The total annual grant, exclusive of any special grant made 
imder Article 111 or 112 (pages 13, 14), may not exceed the greater of

20. The Department, at the time of agreeing to place a school on the 
annual grant list, informs the managers in what month to look for the

Notice of the day of the inspector's annual visit is given beforehand 
to the managers. 

Inspbotoe's Visits without Notice. 
21. An inspector may visit any public elementary school at any 
other time without notice.

62. Pupil-teachers who have passed satisfactorily the examination 
for the end of the last year of their engagement, or obtained a place in 
the first or second class in the examination for admission to a training 
college, may, if specially recommended by the inspector on the ground 
of their practical skill as teachers, be recognized as " provisionally 
certificated teachers " in charge of small schools. (See " Conditions of 
Grants," page 6l, Article 93 a.) 

The summary of the inspector's report informs the managers whether 
or not each of the pupil-teachers who have attended the examination 
for the end of the last year of their engagement will be recognized as a 
provisionally certificated teacher. 

63. No certificate is issued to provisionally certificated teachers. 

64L Provisionally certificated teachers cease to be recognized as such 
after the completion of the twenty-fifth year of their age. 

Public Elementary School 

4. The term " public elementary school" is defined by the Elemei^tary 
Education Act, 1870, section 7, which is as follows : — 

" Every elementary school which is conducted in accordance with 
the following regulations shall be a public elementary school within 
the meaning of this Act ; and every public elementary school shall 
be conducted in accordance with the following reg^ilations (a copy 
of which reg^ations shall be conspicuously put up in every such 
school); namely — 

"(1.) It shall not be required, as a condition of any child 
being admitted into or continuing in the school, that he shall 
attend or abstain from attending any Simday school or any place 
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of religious worship, or that he shall attend any religious ob- 
servance or any instruction in religious subjects in the school or 
elsewhere, from which observance or instruction he may be with- 
drawn by his parent, or that he shall, if withdrawn by his parent, 
attend tiie school on any day exclusively set apart for religious 
observance by the religious body to which his parent belongs : 

" (2.) The time or times during which any religious observance 
is practised, or instruction in religious subjects is given at any 
meeting of the school, shall be either at the beginning or at the 
end, or at the beginning and the end of such meeting, and shall 
be inserted in a time-table to be approved by the Education 
Department, and to be kept permanently and conspicuously 
affixed in every schoolroom ; and any scholar may be withdrawn 
by his parent from such observance or instruction without for- 
feiting any of the other benefits of the school : 

*'(3.) Tlie school shall be open at all times to the inspection 
of any of Her Majesty's inspectors, so, however, that it shall be 
no part of the duties of such inspector to inquire into any instruc- 
tion in religious subjects given at such school, or to examine any 
scholar therein in religious knowledge, or in any religious sub- 
ject or book : 

'^(4.) The school shall be conducted in accordance with the 
conditions required to be fulfilled by an elementary school in 
order to obtain an annual Parliamentary grant." 

Pupil-Teachers. 

33. A jmpil-tecLcher is a boy or a girl engaged by the managers of a 
public elementary day school on condition of teaching dining school 
hours imder the superintendence of the principal teacher, and receiving 
instruction out of school hours. 

84. The conditions of the engagement of a pupil-teacher are set 
forth in detail in the form of Memorandum of Agreement given in the 
Sixth Schedule. (See page 40. ) No departure from this form is allowed. 

30. A pupil-teacher must be of the same sex as the principal teacher 
of the school in which he or she is engaged. 

In mixed schools under masters, female pupil -teachers may be 
engaged, and may receive instruction from the master out of school 
hours, on condition that some respectable woman, approved by the 
managers, be invariably present during the whole time that such in- 
struction is being given. 

86. The engagement of a pupil-teacher can only begin at the begin- 
ning of the school year. 

87. A pupil-teacher must be not less than fourteen years of age at 
the beginning of his or her engagement. 

38. A pupil-teacher is required at the beginning of hia oic b&x ^x^sig^sigiir 
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ment, and at the end of each school year during the same, to produce 
the certificates and pass the examination specified in the Fifth Schedule. 

The inspector informs the managers of the time and place at which 
the pupil-teachers' examination will be held. 

Pupil-teachers whose success at the examination for admission to a 
training college is announced before the date of the examination for 
the end of the last year of their engagement are not required to attend 
the latter examination. 

39. The length of the engagement is ordinarily four years, but may 
be three or two, provided (a) that the candidate passes for admission 
the examination fixed for the end of the first or second year ; and (6) 
that the end of the reduced term of service falls beyond the completion 
of the candidate's eighteenth year. 

42. The number of pupil-teachers recognized by the Department 
must not exceed three for the principal teacher and one for each cer- 
tificated assistant-teacher. 

For the purposes of this article a candidate employed under Article 40 
(see " Candidates") is reckoned as equivalent to a pupil-teacher. 

43. The Department is not a party to the engagement, and confines 
itself to ascertaining, on the admission of the pupil-teacher and at the 
end of each school year, whether the prescribed certificates are pro- 
duced and the prescribed examination is passed. 

44. Whatever other questions arise upon the engagement may be re- 
ferred to the Department (provided that all the paities agree in writing 
to be boimd by the decision of the Department as final), but, other- 
wise, must be settled as in any other hiring or contract. 

45. At the termination of their engagements pupil-teachers are free 
to choose their employment. If they wish to continue in the profession 
of elementary school teachers, they may, under the conditions stated 
in the following articles, become — 

(a) Students in training colleges. 

(&) Assistant-teachers. 

(c) Provisionally certificated teachers. 

Grant on Account of Pupil-Tkachers. 

110. A grant of 408. [or 60s.] is made in respect of each pupil-teacher 
required to make up the minimum staff of the school, who passes a 
fair [or good] examination at the end of the school year. 
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Qualifications and Certificates of Pupil-teachers at 
Admission and during their Engagement— Schedule 5. 

Candidates for pupil teachership must be not less than 14 years of 
age, must be presented to the inspector on the day of the school ex- 
amination, and must pass satisfactorily in the Elementary and two 
tSaeis Subjects taken in the' Sixth or Seventh Standard. They must 
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produce medical certificates that they are not subject to any infirmity 
likely to interfere with their duties as teachers ; and also certificates 
from the managers of the school of good conduct and character. 
Similar certificates of health will be required at the end of the second 
year, and certificates of conduct and character at the end of each suc- 
cessive year.

86. Where vacancies in the office of any teacher, other than the 
principal teacher, occur in the course of a school year, and are duly 
reported to the Department, temporary monitors, employed in place 
of the teachers causing the vacancies, are recognized as part of the 
school staff, one monitor being accepted as equivalent to a pupil-teacher 
or candidate, and two monitors as equivalent to an assistant-teacher 
or assistant-certificated teacher, provided always that the vacancies are 
supplied not later than the end of the school year by the appointment 
of duly qualified teachers.

17. Instruction may be given in other secular subjects, and in re- 
ligious subjects, but no grant is made in respect of any such instruc- 
tion. (Elementary Education Act, 1870, section 97 (1).) 

Teachers, Classes of. 

3L The teachers recognized by the Department are (a) Pupil- 
teachers; (6) Assistant-teachers; (c) Provisionally certificated teachers; 
{d) Certificated teachers ; (e) Evening-school teachers. (See each class 
of teachers.) 

82. Lay persons alone are recognized as teachers in day schools. 

Time Table. 

4. Must show time or times of any religious observance or instruc- 
tion, and be kept permanently and conspicuously affixed in every 
school. (See " Public Elementary School.") 

90. Must be approved for the school by the inspector on behalf of 
the Department. 

Training Colleges. 

116. A training college is an institution for boarding, lodging, and 
instructing students who are preparing to become certificated teachers 
in elementary schools. It is required to include, either on its premises 
or within a convenient distance, a practising school in which the 
students may learn the practical exercise of their profession. 

Examination for Admission into Training Colleges. 
46. An examination of candidates for admission into training col- 
leges is annually held at each college in summer, commencing at 
10 a.m., on the Brat Wednesday after the 2nd July (5th July 1882). 
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47. The examination extends to all the subjects in which pupil- 
teachers during their engagement are required to be examined. (See 
Schedule 5, page 36.) 

48. The candidates are selected and admitted to the examination 
by the authorities of each college, on their own responsibility, subject 
to no other conditions on the part of the Department than that the 
candidates — 

(a) Will be more than eighteen years of age on the Ist of January 
next following the date of the examination; or 

(6) Have successfully completed their engagement as pupil- 
teachers, or will do so before the next following examination. 

49. The candidates who pass the examination are arranged in three 
classes in order of merit. 

Admission into Training Colleges. 

118. The authorities of a college may propose to the Department for 
admission — 

(a) Any candidate examined imder Article 46 who has obtained 
a place in the first or second class in the examination. 

(6) Without examination any certificated teacher who has not 
previously been trained during two years, and who wishes to enter 
the college for a year's training, in the course prescribed for students 
of the second yesx, 

119. Such candidates when admitted are termed Queen* 8 Scholars, 

120. Before candidates are admitted — 

(a) The medical officer of the college must certify the state of 
their health to be satisfactory, and that they are free from serious 
bodily defect or deformity; and — 

(6) They must sign a declaration that they intend Jxmd fide to 
adopt and follow the profession of teacher in a public elementary 
school or training coll^^, or in the army or navy, or (within Great 
Britain) in poor law schools, certified industrial or day industrial 
schools, or certified reformatories. 
12L The authorities of each college settle their own terms of admis- 
sion. 

122. Upon proof by the authorities of any college that candidates 
have not fulfilled the conditions signed by them on admission into the 
college, the Department will refuse to grant teachers' certificates to 
such candidates, or to admit them to probation for certificates 
(Article 62). 

Examination op Students in Training Colleges. 

128. An examination of the resident students is held yearly, in the 
month of December, at each of the training colleges (11th December 
1882). 

124. No student may be preaented lot ox^dsmoAiCii^TL ^«^<^ ^s^ ^^^ "^ 
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Queen's scholar, or has not been resident throughout the whole year. 
No such student may be left out. 

125. The students have a different examination, according as they 
ai*e men or women, or are at the end of a first or second year of resi- 
dence. 

126. The syllabus for women includes special subjects for the 
teachers of infants. Candidates who pass in these subjects, and com- 
plete their probation (Article 62, page 7) in schools for infants, receive 
special mention thereof on their certificates. 

127. Students who pass successfully through two years of training 
receive special mention thereof on their certificates. 

Grants to Training Colleges. 

117. No grant is made to a training college unless the Department 
is satisfied with the premises, management, and staff. 

128. Grants are placed to the credit of each college of £100 for every 
master, and of £70 for every mistress, who, having been trained in 
such college as a Queen's scholar during two years — 

(a) Completes the prescribed period of probation (Article 62, 
page 7), and receives a certificate as a teacher in a public elementary 
school, or in a training college; 

(6) Is reported by tiie proper department in each case to have 
completed a like period of good service as an elementary teacher 
in the army or navy, or (within Great Britain) in poor law schools, 
certified industrial or day industrial schools, or certified reform- 
atories. 

129. Teachers who have been trained for one year only may obtain 
certificates after probation (Article 62, page 7), or may be reported by 
the proper department, upon the same terms as others ; and grants, of 
half the amounts specified in Article 128, may be placed to the credit of 
the colleges in which they were trained, provided — 

(a) They are teachers of infants, having — 

(1) Received (before 1879) a complete and special course of 
training for that service in colleges previously recognized by 
the Department as providing such a course ; and 

(2) Undergone their probation in infant schools. 

(6) They entered the college as Queen's scholars imder Article 
119 (6). 

130. l^e annual grant to each college is paid out of the sums stand- 
ing to its credit (Articles 128, 129) at the beginning of the year, after 
the adjustment under Article 131. 

Exception : — 

This article is not applied to a college for the first five years 
during which grants are made to it. 

131. The grant must not exceed — 

{aj Z5 per cent of the expenditure of the college for the year. 
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approved by the Department, and certified in such manner as the 
Department may require. 

(&) £50 for each male, and £35 for each female, Queen's scholar 
in residence for continuous trainii^ throughout the year for which 
it is being paid. 

132. The annual grant to each college is paid as follows : — 

(a) An instalment of £12 (men), or £8 (women), is paid on 1st 
March, 1st Jime, and 1st September in respect of every Queen's 
scholar in residence for continuous training throughout the year. 

(6) Part of the instalment of the 1st of September may be sus- 
pended, if payment of the full amount then due would cause the 
limit imder Article 131 (a) to be exceeded. 

(c) The balance is adjusted as soon as the college accoimts for 
the year have been closed, audited, and approved by the Depart- 
ment. 

133. Annual grants are made to the practiaing schools (Article 116, 
page 50) of training colleges on the same conditions as to other public 
elementary schools. 

Vacancies During the School Year. 

86. See "Staff" (page 50). 

Visit, Date of Inspector's. 

20. The Department, at the time of agreeing to place a school on the 
annual grant list, informs the managers in what month to look for the 
inspector's annual visit. This month continues the same from year to 
year, unless the Department informs the managers of a change. 

Notice of the day of the inspector's annual visit is given beforehand 
to the managers. 

Visits without Notice. 

2L An inspector may visit any public elementary school at any 
other time without notice. 

Welsh. 

Sch. 2. In districts where Welsh is spoken, the intelligence of the 
children examined in any elementary or class subject may be tested 
by requiring them to explain in Welsh the meaning of passages 
read. 

Women. 

SL Women over eighteen years of age who have passed university 
examinations (see "Assistant Teachers," page 4) recognized by the 
Department, may be recognized as assistant-teachers.

22. The school year is the year ending with the last day of the 
month preceding that fixed for the inspector's annual visit. — In evening 
schools, for which separate and distinct accounts are kept, the school
